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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1,7,13 and 91-96 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a cell including all of the claimed features. The 
most pertinent art includes Lukehart et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,232,264 B1). 
Lukehart et al. not teach or suggest a catalyst designed for use in a catalytic system, 
the catalyst comprising an ordered intermetallic compound, wherein the ordered 
intermetallic compound is PtPb and the catalyst oxidizes a fuel in the catalytic system 
selected from the group consisting of formic acid, methanol, ethanol and ethylene glycol 
as claimed by Applicant in claim 1 . 

For these reasons, the claims are allowed over the prior art. Any comments 
considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the 
issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
